Incident Causes Belgium Trip. 
N struck me at the time that there was 
deep significance in the fact that a Chicago 
gathering of a generally high class, and in 
the great Auditorium itself, would, without 
hesitation, commit itself to the support of 
government ownership of the railroads, 
which was classed only a few years ago as 
the rankest kind of socialism. It was this 
tneident more than anything else which led 
me to Brussels, as I wished to study briefly 
how the scheme works out here in Belgium. 
| It is easy to see at the outset that every

not see that one is any more socialistic than 
the other, though of course it may be less 
desirable from a purely public point of view. 
If the operation of a street car line by a city

‘that would be exaggerated to an 
astounding extent if the federal goyern- 
Ment wers to attempt to own and operate 
the great fallway system of the United 
States. 
ns one fact that impresses me therefore 
ie either municipal or government 
@wnefship of transportation lines is that the 
Subject should be studied solely from an 
economic standpoint. It will not do to cry 
it down as socialism, because if Glasgow can 
fun its tramways and Belgium can run its 
tallroads more progressive communities, like 
those in America, might do the same thing 
Without being open to the charge of having 
#urrendered to socialistic theories of govern- 
ment. 


No Socialism in Control. 


There is no socialism in the government 
ownership of Belgium. It began long before 
modern socialism even was known. It 

back to the earliest days of the kin,, oom 
under its present system. They are cele- 
brating this year the seventy-fifth anniver- 
cary of the independence of Belgium. It is, 
therefore, almost startling to find out that 
the government railroad system began in 
1835. 

For the first ten years or so the govern- 
ment pursued a steady policy of railroad 
building and operation with the idea of mak- 

ins the entire transportation scheme public 
and wholly outside of private enterprise. 
For the succeeding twenty-five years the 
governmental policy was changed entirely- 
They permitted and even encouraged the 
building of private lines. 

The result was that by 1870 the Belgian 
governmental lines had a total extent of only 
718 miles. In that year the kingdom reverted 
to its original policy. It granted no new 
concessions for privately owned railroads 
and all new work, or nearly so, was under- 
taken by the government itself. The result 
was that within seven years, including the 
lines purchased by the government from 
time to time, the mileage of the national rail- 
foads was trebled. From 1877 to 1883 the 
Process of new construction was much slow- 
er, and for the last ten years or so it has 
Practically ceased, except for the building of 
Oecagional feeders and junction lines de- 

manded by the development of traffic here 
and there.

The Presbyterians of the United States, by 
an overwhelming vote, have decided that 
negro Presbyterians may be organized Into 
separate presbyteries. One hundred and 
eighty-eight presbyteries voted for the pro- 
posal and only forty-five against. 

Simultaneously with this anmouncerient 
the general assembly today, by au equatly 
overwhelming vate, decided to unite with the 
Cumberland byterians churches. 

It is regarded as a great historical.coinel- 
@ence that the Cumberland Presbytertansa, 
who left the parent church because of the 
negro question, shoulé be brought back after 
a lapse of fifty years, on the same day that 
the Presbyterian church north practically 
decided to exclude the negro from the white 
presbyteries and to force him to organize 
separate presbyteries for his own race. 


Negroes Oppese the Plan. 


All of the negro commissioners to the pres. 


ent general assembly are bitterly opposed to 
the proposal for colored preébyteries, The 
Freedman’s board opposes the plan, as does 
the New York and other presbyteries, The 
colored commissioners deciare they will ro- 
fuse to form separate presbyteries unless ab- 
solutely frozen out of the present relations - 
to the church.

President Roosevelt Commutes Sen- 
tence of Counterfeiter Who Became 
_ Hopelessly III Nursing Convicts. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Special.]—On 
President Roosevelt's order a telegram was 
sent today from the department of justice to 
the warden of the federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., instructing that official

Pure water is an 
aid to ‘healthy digestion, Impure water 
‘Galises ‘several intertial disorders besides 
typhoid and aggravates many diseases that 
It does not cause.

Washington, D. 8. May 22.—{Spectal. I-It 
is painful to have to record the sudden and 
perhaps total occultation of one of the most 
attractive prospects of the day—in the line 
of junketing, I mean. The merchant marine 
commission, created by an act of congress 
approved on April 28, 1904, is made up of five 
senators and five representatives, and its 
ostensible duty is to investigate American 
shipping interests, eventually submitting 
recommendations for legislation that will 
build up our ocean commerce. 

As is well known, American shipping in- 
terests cannot be investigated properly save 
in the summer time and under circumstances 
of the utmost luxury and leisure. That is 
the season at which the statesman’s giant 
mind does its best and greatest work along 
the seashore, where the salt breezes fan the 
throbbing brow and the government pleasure 
yachts can be most conveniently diverted 
from convivial ta useful purposes. 

It takes time to study shipping, and the 
point of observation must be chosen with 
great care. We can’t expect our senators 
and representatives to reach really valuable 
conclusions in Washington and with no 
better aid than the statistics, reports, etc., 
which congress has been laboriously collect- 
ing for years past. 


H Must Plow the Raging Main. 

To do the thing correctly and with results 
of value to a respectful country, they must 
go out upon the raging main—in perfectly 
safe and well stored vessels of course—go 
plow the tossing billow and become, as it 
were, so many nurslings of the storm.

The only way to secure evidence of bribery 
is to investigate and trace to its source every 
boodle rumor. If a man tells a story of 
boodling. naming a specific sum, ke either 
knows of the transaction himself or the per- 
son who told him knows of it, or there is 
falsehood out. Now, if he knows of a trans- 
action himself the facts can be developed 
before a grand jury. If somebody told him 
N can be ascertained before a grand jury who. 
his informant was. If he has told a false- 
hood that can be proven, too. 

If Brown says Smith told him that money 
was paid toa legislator for his vote. subpeena 
Smith: If Smith did tell Brown, then it can 
be found out, where he got his information.

The important contribution of the day on 
the life history of the growing winter wheat 
crop was that of H. V. Jones, who discussed 
conditions in the southwest as follows: 
“ Unfavorable. reports have been reaching 
Chicago from southwestern wheat states to 
the effect that the wheat crop is deteriorat- 
ing. These statements should be received 
with some allowance In relation to the 

government condition figures of May 10, the 
wheat crop is deteriorating, bit it will be 
recalled that as early as April we disputed 
the April figures of condition. The present 
reports are simply beafing out the ral con- 
dition as it was in April. In other wk ay the 
high government figures for the southwest 
were not warranted in either April or May. 
The country is now on a basis of a fair to 
good crop, but not a bigone. The character- 
istic of the southwest stand of wheat is thin- 
ness and small head. There is only one im- 
portant section of Kansas where this is not 
true, and it's practically true of whole areas 
of Oklahoma and Texas, with minor local ex- 
ceptions, There has been no detertbration 
as regards thinness. The plant had not 
stooled when it came out of winter, and it 
did not stool properly in April or May, hence 
to that extent this defect was as apparent 
April 1 as it is now. It is now wholly a 
question of filling as to whether ‘we come 
out with a crop that will run only 575,000,000 
bu or go up to 625,000,000 bu, allowi K 200,- 
000,000 bu for the northwest states. res 
on winter wheat fields cannot be given for 
three weeks, but Texas and Oklahoma can be 
forecasted with reasonable accuracy, about 
83,000,000 bu for the two as against 25,000 OG 
bu last year. With continuation of storm 
these two districts can run off to last year's 
yield. sas will make a gain over last 
year of 10,000,000 bu to 20,000,000 bu, if 
weather conditions are favorable. The 
southwest does not promise now over 80,000,- 
000 gain over last year, including Missouri. 
Corn is backward. Texas has good stand, 
but it is spindling. Oklahoma is spotted 
with none of it of extra promise.
